“If an earlier finance election 
is to be called, timing is im- 
portant. To.call an election now 
would be ill-advised as the voting 
would be in August when parents 
are away on vacations. Further- 
more no new expansion program 
as the basis for an election is 
available. 

“A finance election can be held 
ahead of the proposed withdrawal 
election. If members of the Chaf- 
fey board are undecided about 
calling such an election, they can 
wait until the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles expansion 
recommendation is received ear- 
ly in September.
